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PREFACE 


The  Port  of  Killingholme  comprises  two  jetties  in  the  Humber  estuary 
end  which  are  used  exclusively  for  oil  tankers.  It  is  adjacent  to  the  Port  of 
Immingham  and  pilots  and  H.M,  Customs  Waterguard,  who  serve  the  port  of  Immingham, 
deal  with  ships  arriving  at  the  Killingholme  jetties. 

Following  damage  to  one  of  the  jetties  in  1966  the  number  of  ships 
using  the  port  was  greatly  reduced  and  the  increasing  use  of  very  large  tankers 
requiring  deeper  water  than  is  available  at  the  Killingholme  jetties  is  likely  to 
lead  to  even  less  use  being  made  of  the  Killingholme  jetties  once  the  new  deep 
water  oil  jetty  at  Immingham  is  completed. 

The  nature  of  the  port  will  therefore  be  revolutionised  when  the 
proposed  installation  for  handling  coal  is  built  by  the  National  Coal  Board  in 
the  eastern  end  of  the  Killingholme  waterfront. 

None  of  the  ships  plying  to  the  port  of  Killingholme  nnormally  carries 
passengers,  and  only  twice  in  the  past  ten  years  has  it  been  necessary  to  bring 
ashore  a sick  seaman  for  hospital  treatment. 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  are  advised  of  the  arrival  of  ships  from 
foreign  ports  by  the  ship  ing  agents  via  G.P.O,  telephone.  They  inspect  every 
ship  requiring  practique.  In  the  event  of  a ship  arriving  from  an  infected  port 
or  aboard  whioh  infectious  disease  is  suspected  the  Port  Medical  Officer  is 
notified, 

Most  of  the  ships  using  the  jetties  bring  refined  oil  produces  from 
the  Isle  of  Grain,  and  so  do  not  require  clearance.

Owing  to  the  physical  difficulty  of  this  no  samples  are  taken  at  the  end 
of  the  jetty  but  water  from  the  boreholes  and  domestic  supplies  from  the 
same  main  are  taken  regularly.  All  39  samples  tested  in  1967  were  free 
froT  coliform  organisms. 

3.  Precautions  taken  against  contaadnation  of  hydrants  and  hosepipes: 

3 inch  outlet  is  protected  from  Contamination  by  a screw  cap.  The 
drinking  water  hose  is  stored  in  a building  and  not  used  for  any  other 
purpose.  The  3 fire  hydrants  are  separate  from  the  drinking  water  supply* 

4.  Number  and  sanitary  conditions  of  water  boats? 

There  are  no  water  boats.

To  prevent  confusion  pilots  and  H.M.  Customs  Waterguard  are  asked  to  use 
the  same  list  as  for  the  Port  of  Imminghan  to  which  the  Killingholme  jetty 
is  adjacent  and  which  is  served  b the  same  officers.  Port  Health  Inspectors 
are  provided  with  the  W.H.O.  Weekly  Epidemiological  Record. 

2 • Radio  Messages: 

(a)  Arrangements  for  sending  permission  by  radio  for  ships  to  enter  the  district 
(Regulation  1 3) * 

All  communication  with  ships  is  conducted  through  the  ships  agents  and  C.P.O. 
telephone  link  oalls  via  Humber  Radio. 

(b)  Arrangements  for  receiving  messages  by  radio  from  ships  and  for  acting 
thereon  (Regulation  14  (i)(a)  and  (2). 

Messages  are  received  by  link  call  to  ships  agents  and  are  passed  to  the 
Clanford  Brigg  R.D.C.  by  telephone*  Port  Health  Inspectors  and  Port  Medical 
Officer  ere  provided  with  telephones. 

3*  Notifications  otherwise  than  by  radio  (Regulation  14(l)  (b))

Not  required.  The  jetty  is  in  an  isolated  situation  and  access  to  it 
readily  prevented. 

5.  Infectious  Diseases  (other  than  smallpox) 

Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  (other  than  smallpox)  is 
provided  at  Grimsby  Isolation  Hospital  (Springfield).  Surveillance  and 
follow-up  of  contacts  is  ar  anged  through  the  Public  Health  Service. 
Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and  other  articles 
would  be  carried  out  when  necessary  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors,  or  by 
by  staff  of  the  Glanford  Brlgg  R.D.C.  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port 
Health  Inspector. 


SECTION  VII  - Smallpox

The  special  hospitals  nominated  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 
for  the  reception  of  cases  of  smallpox  are  at  Laceby  (Nr.
